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we're going to be joined by David Talbott on the telephone and this is of course relying upon technology 
which | will believe when | hear if we know anything about what is expected with regard to David's 
participation | have not yet been informed but in the meantime we have an appropriate topic and an 
appropriate panel which today at this moment is the continuing cover-up new and newsworthy and | would 
invite dr. Newman or Jay Jay Harvey or Jeff Morley to say whatever you would choose to should say or 
share lapel mic go ahead and load that if you would so double identities triple identities quadruple identities 
the book that | have coming out was going to deal with this subject in some detail not exclusively it'll also 
deal with some of the things | talked about earlier so | thought that | would just introduce you to a woman 
instead of aman a woman CIA woman who had multiple identities three four five or six now if | was to 
describe all those see today we'd be here we'll about five o'clock or six o'clock this afternoon so I've selected 
just two as a taste of something you'll 
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just two as a taste of something you'll see more of when my first volume comes out June Cobb is an 
unknown to a lot of people but she's known basically as a you know philandering blonde sleeping around 
getting intelligence for the CIA and that's about the the end of it a poor girl who they let some of that 
information out later on even while she was alive and it's a bad story and embarrassing there's a lot more to 
it than that so I've selected one of her identities which is Kathryn safe Joan Mellon actually mentioned her a 


little bit in his book it's there's not a whole lot that you'll see about this principally because it's hidden it's still 
hidden and a lot of the information that that | was able to get comes from Freedom of Information Act 
lawsuits not from the National Archives and Jim Lazar is one of the better sources some lawsuits years ago 
that helped me get some of this information well let's go to the next slide I've run a timeline on these two 
women Kathryn safe and June Cobb that goes back into the late 40s and runs all the way up through 59 and 
60 and then in 61 tafe disappears from the record because she becomes involved in a plot to kidnap and 
murder mas ferrara Cuban Senator a right-wing command senator and she ended up turning turning in the 
operation it's at the very end but she was an unindicted co-conspirator in the case and not no longer a good 
person to have running around doing doing work so she disappears in the files but for all those earlier years 
you have these two people splitting up for work and on the and | what I've done here is break it down before 
and after Batista before 
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down before and after Batista before patita the tafe character does all the gun gun running and gambling 
rackets she and her husband were actually involved with a manufacturer of crooked gambling equipment at 
the same time that she had a gambling concession in Venezuela for example and also an informant for the 
FBI and the CIA on the other hand what goes along with those things and in the underworld as you know 
was narcotics trafficking usually you'll find the same people swirling around all three areas but that was 
exclusively the June Cobb character and she was in fact running drugs with the ollas agha brothers out of 
Colombia for years through Cuba | was involved in turning them in in the end and their arrest so you have a 
clear division of effort and then comes a clash of continents when castro comes in in the whole gangster 
state in cuba with all of the american mobsters and the participation of batista the--and the upper class and 
and the police and military officers getting the skim money from that you all of a sudden that's all got to go 
away not on one day but basically all that has to change including the problem of communism on our 
doorstep and you have mostly the gun running and gambling rackets thing go away and the narcotics thing 
goes away and what you have now or these two characters dividing up the infiltration or actually getting into 
Castro's inner group which is June Cobb and actually hiring and using the anti-castro leaders which is taste 
job which would comport with their personalities TAFE was a Mata Hari motormouth person with government 
connections June Cobb needed to get inside TAFE couldn't 
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Cobb needed to get inside TAFE couldn't do that with her with her background June Cobb could she played 
the role of a starry-eyed girl from poncey Oklahoma who fell in love with her with a revolution sitting down in 
a she went down to Cuba to talk to the Health Minister there about doing some work to help rid Cuba of 
narcotics and happen to get a speech of Castro is a famous speech history will absolve me and had a 
Eureka experience | need to get this translated before he comes to the United States in April for his his visit 
and she does that and is there to meet Castro on the street by the way Khan Thea grow | mentioned him 
earlier that Phillips was running he was a key in setting up this meeting with Castro in the street and 
magically it works and she ends up working in Castro's inner sanctum by the end of 1959 so I'll go to the next 
slide that's a very quick and dirty on the division of effort between the two those two characters and when 
you put it under the electron microscope it's even better when you go month by month year by year TAFE 
pops up Cobb goes dark and vice versa it's what like that and it would take me a long time to take you 
through my whole matrix that I've done which has probably now by now two or three hundred entries and it 
trying to track to see if | can catch the two of them in two different places at the same time and you can't do 
that so I'll pass by that and I'm going to just pick a couple of snippets from this story that that | find very 
interesting it may help whet your appetite for it the TAFE character as | said was involved in getting near the 
the really more right-wing anycast for guys right away from the very beginning one of them is Tony Verona 
who was expected to be the the new leader of Cuba once they got rid of Castro there 
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Cuba once they got rid of Castro there were efforts to kill Castro right away not necessarily by the CIA but 
but a group of people that were around the some of these exiled leaders and some banks in New York City 
that involved had big customers like Allen Dulles and John Foster Dulles and a lot of other people King 
Ranch just to mention a few and eventually that turns into a Eisenhower back plan to get rid of Castro but 
initially Katherine TAFE is involved with this this is this group of people now the the story of her own is very 
interesting because go to the next slide this is a document that's hard to read in a filled in the blanks here 
anyway the head of the FBI in Havana the league at which is the sort of cover office for the FBI and all of our 
embassies is actually in the room in her hotel room and witnesses there is Tony Verona and another guy by 
the minute Rick a Cobra who ran the agrarian reform program and what this says it's hard to see here if you 
just go to the next slide is that he reports that he saw Verona in a hotel room and apparently he was 
employed by her and | do know that she had her own until net | have the list of about five guys including 
some of the very top people in the castro administrate but they were against him this they're not the ones 
that were for him like Che Guevara or Raul Castro that's June Cobbs area so TAFE is actually paying off 
some of these people in sight and includes Verona she's on his payroll he works with her or for her and the 
next slide and tries to exfiltrate him time and again in the spring and summer of 1959 so she's got her she's 
it's all about Verona cable after cable not Cable excuse me these are FBI reports she's reporting all this to 
the FBI who who's in turn reporting 
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to the FBI who who's in turn reporting to the CIA now that's funny because as the next slide shows you in 
sixty in the summer of nineteen sixty this story happens this happens to be a a cable from J mash which is 
the forerunner of JM wave to headquarters excuse me the other way around it's from headquarters the mash 
and if you go to the next slide here is what is in this cable that TAFE had called the FBI and said that Verona 
had called her asked us here in New York City and she said she was ill and so he said he'd see her at the 
end of June the FBI real next slide the FBI relays the news to Cl headquarters which then tells JJM mash 
this is the Jame wave for honor just for that summer to ask Kent the guy we've been talking about all day 
William Kent who's going under the pseudonym Corbin at that time this is Gupton Corbett and Kent true 
chard that we've been talking about a previous today to warn Verona about TAFE and Carly who's also goes 
by the name awry Kurt the Western Hemisphere guy down there and he about taste background so for 
whatever reason there is a problem that this came up that this happened in the CIA headquarters tells the 
wave station down there J mash at that time to warn Kent about her background let's go to the next slide so 
and not too long after that that's the document | want to blow up let me go to the next slide J Verona says on 
12 July that he does not know and has never heard of Taif in spite of the fact that she worked for him met 
him many times and he was she was trying to exfiltrate him now what does this mean 
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exfiltrate him now what does this mean who was telling the truth did he really know or did they say say you 
don't know her at the very least you get that there's a problem here now what kind of a problem is it well let's 
take a look at a routing and a record sheet over that cable let's go to the next one and here it is and it tells 
you a lot just like we looked at the routing and record sheets of those cables from Mexico City back and forth 
with Cl ops all over the place only this one we've got the name Cl offs Wallen CIA ops Brown then it goes to 
Western Hemisphere four that's the the Cuban operations group is going to become Task Force W to the 
chief there of Cl and you see a CW its Clark W that's his first two initials it runs back through and then you 
see his full CW s and you see that fancy s that's Clark W Simmons but the point is what kind of a problem 
was this it was a counterintelligence problem it's not just a oh well that's interesting some guy | mean yeah 
Verona called the called TAFE and well we should do something about the no it's a really serious problem if 
you look at the people that are on on this rotting a record sheet this is the top guys this is up there under 
Angleton's counterintelligence staff and their guys down in wh4 and you can see the handwriting the other 
cables sent the match they like to warn Verona about safe | was able to verify that we are talking about Clark 
Simmons go to the next slide there is the perfect initials Clark W Simmons right there you see his name 
down there so there's no doubt about who we're talking about and the next slide that | want to show you is 


this document here which I'm gonna have to blow up but basically it's taught that the interview is with Clark 
Simmons it's in the summer of 61 and it's all about how he and Morales were setting up the counter-intel 
sections at down in JM wave in the Miami base but 
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down in JM wave in the Miami base but essentially to cut to the short part of the story here Simmons 
explains that they ran their own operations underneath other operations from headquarters 
counterintelligence operations and he lists five of them and the one at the top of the list is what you see there 
on your screen a certain lady of easy virtue who acquainted with many top Castro people number one on the 
list by the way there are other ones there as well the the poison pill guy that was there as well Juan ortho 
was listed in that list of five operations that were running but I'll just focus on this and finish up here salt 
there's a woman of easy virtue that's like a number one counter-intel op being run from headquarters and 
then we'll go to this next one now that was TAFE we've been talking about but who's this lady of easy virtue 
this is note Spade made by Gaytan Fonzi of hard ways interview with David Phillips and you can see there 
that when he's asked about June Cobb what does he say blonde flew an airplane track record for hitting a lot 
of beds in Cuba now the hairs of the track record for hitting the beds in Cuba that part is is true the part that's 
really really really interesting if you Know this story which you don't because I've only introduced you to it is 
that the Cobb character didn't fly a plane at least that's what she told the Cl she said | was too dumb to fly 
she was in the Civil Air Patrol University of Oklahoma and she said she never flew a plane actually she did 
actually she did and she was involved in exfiltration it's very very much involved in exhalation other problem 
and there's another identity which | don't have the time to go into in fact I've uncovered five separate 
identities this woman was a master spy probably the most ingenious 
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master spy probably the most ingenious one in in the history of man or or women that I've come across so 
far and as the tafe characters when she went out of commission and had to because of her involvement in a 
murder plot she did she got very angry over the Bay of Pigs failure in the spring of 61 and so she decided to 
write a letter to Robert Kennedy the Attorney General and she couldn't use the cob name because who 
would care about the star head girl from pasta coma but you know what happens when something lands on 
the desk of the Attorney General the staff doesn't just take a letter there they're gonna do their research 
they're gonna have on top of that everything on about and there's about a stack this high on on Catherine 
Tate so she knew that it should use that name it was gonna go to Robert Kennedy in fact Robert Kennedy 
had had some communications with her years before and so she says this is after the Bay of Pigs a few days 
later her letter to Robert Kennedy starts off like this there mr. Kennedy | have been told that a woman may 
be forgiven for trumping we're angels tread lightly so for a woman who've been running narcotics doing 
gambling rackets infiltrating Castro from both sides I'd say that's pretty true and it's the title of my next book 
so what's new it's just one one thing amongst many things that is kind of new thank you very much | think 
there's something about the the discourse of continuing cover-up which is not helpful | mean | don't doubt 
that important things continue to be withheld but as bill simba has pointed out to me tirelessly redundantly 
annoyingly we 
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tirelessly redundantly annoyingly we haven't looked at what's available we have not studied what has been 
released in the last 10 years bill has started to get there but there's a massive amount of material that is out 
there and | think it's more important to and more probably more profitable to seek that information and look at 
that information since we have it then to fret about and fight for things that we don't have and is very and that 
are very difficult to obtain that said I'll say two other things about what | think is most important about what 
we don't have one is the based on the work of Bill Kelly and Ed primo analyzing the Air Force One tapes that 
we have and and the combination bill has combined those two the two tapes that are available the one from 
the LBu library and the one that emerged in 2012 into one tape and we haven't we have the fullest account of 


the transmissions and the communications to and from Air Force One on the afternoon of November 22nd 
but thanks to Ed Primo's audio forensic work we also know that that tape the existing tape that we have has 
been edited and | | sat down with that and he identified for me where he can tell the editing marks are and 
and the visual analysis of it is very convincing you see a break in the sound pattern and so what Ed's work 
shows us is is that these tapes were taken from a longer tape that there was a a fuller account of the 
transmissions to and from Air Force One on the afternoon of November 22nd and if you think about that that 
tape is really a foundational document because it is going to describe in real-time the reaction of the US 
government and in particular the reaction of the military commands to the assassination of a sitting president 
and | find it amazing that we don't have 
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| find it amazing that we don't have that yet so that's an interesting piece of evidence that | think is still 
outstanding and and might still exist and would be very revelatory if it came forward and the second thing of 
course that's outstanding is the 1,100 CIA documents that the CIA disclosed in in in a you know a passing 
aside in a brief in in my case 1,100 records related to JFK's assassination that will not be made public until 
October 2017 the CIA says that these records are not believed relevant and so | don't doubt that that's true 
for some of them but a lot of the personalities who are cited in these documents are figuring the 
assassination story bill Harvey David Morales and Goodpasture and the like so these documents are 
definitely relevant to the assassination story and we still don't have them so | think that's what we're the 
continuing cover-up goes on Thanks yeah I've talked about the foyers and getting stuff that we need to get 
but I'm on a second but Jeff Morley just said about what's there now and use this anecdote | spent a lot of 
time and intelligence work remember as a young analyst what we did mostly when we submitted reports from 
field stations back to NSA was to do the safe stuff do the stuff that everybody agreed with everybody knew 
that way we knew we'd get an attaboy and maybe even a good fitness report from our from our boss you 
know it was safe but it's maybe a new angle or new twist on it something like that but there were some old 
warrant officers there were some really experienced analysts who had who liked to work that will be called 
the undeveloped files stuff that was worthless just a big desk drawer full of stuff down there that you know 
90% 
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know 90% 99% of would never amount to anything probably not but these old guys knew that lying down 
there in that drawer was the next big story the next big break of something that was already hanging on the 
tree low-hanging fruit just waiting to be picked and that's why | think what Jeff just said it's right we have a lot 
of stuff we haven't really processed yet because it's not at the where most of us would be hanging and 
hanging out all these years there's a lot more work to do if you consider millions of records out there and so | 
just say that to try and encourage people to to seek new know areas | did that a little bit today | could be 
wrong | mean what happens if I'm wrong about sports or we should flip sports as their who name and put the 
Antoniou tepa dino francesco guy as another as another alias it would it would imply a whole different 
analytical model wouldn't it so each step we keep adding things moving forward and there's a lot of stuff out 
there right now that we can that we can do that with and when we do our jobs better on that it allows us to 
get those files easier make the case better in each FOIA filing the more we uncover the more we learn the 
more credible our cases become when it comes time for Jim to do his job with regard to processing it it may 
be inevitable that | would bring this up | know Jeff Morley will probably not be at all surprised but on 
November 3rd 1994 these two gentlemen went to visit a lady named Jane Roman are we familiar with this 
story majority of the people in the house this is an extraordinary moment in the story I've always felt that 
we're all in our processes were on individual journeys from Dallas to the present along our proverbial path of 
discovery we have to encounter everything and pick everything up and examine it and discard 
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everything up and examine it and discard the stuff that we think is of no value and probably hang on to the 
stuff that we think is a value and I've described this experience that these gentlemen shared as being one of 
these defining moment it's really uncommon in the story of trying to come to a deeper understanding and 
necessitating a period of processing what does it mean Jeff Morley had discovered the name of the lady 
Jane Roman signed off she's a desk officer inside Counter Intelligence Division Special Investigations Group 
she works for James Angleton she's signing off on information which which is misleading and she's in 
responding to routine correspondence from the Mexico City station asking what do we have on this guy 
oswald it's six weeks prior to the assassination dr newman accompanied jeff Morley it was a good day Jeff 
Morley called of all people dr. john newman he says would you like to go with me and John Newman says 
yes so they go they see her and for all | Know they give her or she gives them milk and cookies when they 
walk in dr. Neumann knew what to ask her because he knew what had happened he had the documents and 
he had he understood about routing he understood you know the nature of the position she was in she 
understood who her executives were above her because she's just a desk officer doing what she's assigned 
and dr. Newman asked her if he said to her you know it's one thing there doesn't have to be a sinister 
interpretation he's responding to her admission that she's signing off on something she doesn't know it's not 
true okay I'm signing something that's not true that's what she said I'm signing something that's not true so 
his response if | understand it correctly and it's certainly possible | don't is I'm not suggesting there has to be 
a sinister interpretation but it's one thing if | say to you you do not have a need to know it's another thing if | 
say here's some information which | know is 
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here's some information which | know is not true so he follows up and very directly and cautiously and calmly 
and without being you know obscene he says well | guess what I'm asking you to address head-on here is 
does this indicate to you an operational interest in Oswald six weeks prior to the assassination her response 
is yes to me it's indicates a keen interest held very closely on a need-to-know basis a keen interest held very 
closely on a need-to-know basis she's referring to the executives above her and James Angleton's little shop 
and and by the time Jeff and dr. Newman got outside they stopped before they got to the street and they 
looked at each other and said what just happened in there so my question to you to because | have an 
improbable opportunity and | figure what the heck what happened what was different when the two of you 
walked out of her house that would never be whatever the story had been before you walked into her house 
well when | found the name Jane Roman | just thought you know | was working the Washington Post and 
there was a lot of skepticism to put it mildly about doing anything on the JFK assassination except for 
denouncing Oliver Stone which | wasn't really interested in doing and I'd been working with John and | found 
this document and that had her name on it and so | was checking every name to find out if people were still 
alive and | discovered she was still alive and | found well | found her daughter and her daughter made the 
mistake of talking to me and that's how | found her but | must say | had no idea how important she was | 
mean | thought she was a CIA officer who had somehow signed off on this and | thought anybody who had 
signed off on a piece of paper about Oswald before November 22nd that was inherently interesting 
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that was inherently interesting regardless of what you thought the causes of the assassination were and so | 
wanted her to explain that and but | did not know how important she was | did not know how angleton relied 
on her | did not know that her liaison relationship with the FBI and Sam Pappas was very deep they had 
worked together for many years | mean she was like 10 times more important than | knew and it was only 
during that interview that when | walked out | realized how much she understood and even though she did 
not want to disclose to us but you know what what she had done in 1963 she really couldn't help herself 
because John had an intelligence background and could talk to her as a fellow intelligence professional 
which | couldn't do so that's why | invited John along because | knew he could do that and then let him take 
over and when | walked out | realized how important she was | think John probably knew it at the time but | 
didn't and when | walked out | realized wow she's important that's my side of it yeah yeah | 4m from my 
perspective it was | didn't expect that outcome because it was more | you know when she said I'm signing off 


something's not true | said there were Jayne why why are you signing something that's not true and then she 
became very defensive | wasn't involved | wasn't in that hanky-panky you know yeah that's the term she 
used | wasn't involved in any hanky-panky it would you know and she talked about the SAS that they were 
hiding stuff over there and so and it wasn't like it wasn't my thing or wasn't my position to to not sign off on it 
and so but she said all those things and so when | walked out it was hard for me to believe we had just heard 
somebody honestly described what what they had done understand this was pretty soon after the JFK 
Records Act so there was this sort of marriage for a little while anyway people thought yeah we're going to 
be open now the review board was there and so there was that and we did mention that to her that you know 
that

mention that to her that you know that now every you know the review was there but | was still very surprised 
at that and she was not happy afterwards | think that that she took some heat for having said that to us there 
were two tape recorders going jeff's in mine and he submitted his to the Washington Post transcription 
service so thank you for the Washington pulse for doing a great job of you know getting it right even if people 
weren't happy about it afterwards I'm going to assume that we have not heard from our friend David Talbot is 
that correct yeah okay well | should apologize to presidente de cuba fidel castro i had him on another line 
earlier and i completely forgot so my apologies to president castro and we will try to get him back on the line 
just as soon as possible i think that it would not be inappropriate for us to take a moment and acknowledge 
the contributions of these gentlemen and maybe stretch our legs for a moment and give jim do jennie-o an 
opportunity to ask a question that's what | said John in retrospect if you had to write the obituary for the ARB 
and put it in line with the Warren Commission and the HSA and the church committee and they and conclude 
with that what kind of a job do you think that they did well for a long time it seemed very very positive but like 
a lot of things you know you don't you're not there for what happens behind the scenes and things started to 
go slow at the end they were running out of time they were worried especially about the Mexico City stuff 
they were really worried about that they did not want to acknowledge about the tapes and what a nut roll we 
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about the tapes and what a nut roll we had on that right Slauson denying we actually he wouldn't answer the 
question and | asked why | put it in the sequel to my book | sat there and watched him say I'm sorry I'm not 
at liberty to discuss that and you know | think judge toon I'm turned to him and said no you're wrong about 
that we are the authority on that did you listen to the tapes and he said it again I'm sorry I'm not a liberty to 
discuss that and so eventually Jeremy Gunn got it out of him sort of privately in the deal seems to have been 
that he sticks it in the end Goodpasture deposition as a parenthetical statement that they did listen to the 
tapes so that wasn't very satisfactory and a lot of things were working like that that we you know we didn't 
get very much for example one but what Jeff was looking for they did give us the Johnny D's reports but not 
much else on Joe and edy so a lot of the important stuff didn't get out as Jim blows ours described and 
others there's thousands of pages how many pages Jim few thousand 35,000 but Jim the agenda that's my 
answer your question I'm very disappointed we didn't get more of that stuff because they had the statutory 
authority to do it not including redactions just to get additional so when it was done there was at least | | felt 
disappointed and you're talking about dollar once do you think it was because of the underfunding they 
needed more money they needed more time or do you think it's just structural | think that as they went along 
they didn't want to ruin everything they wanted to keep a good 
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everything they wanted to keep a good rapport as they saw it with the agency they didn't want to knock too 
hard too fast and turn the spigot off all the way so that there was a process that they were trying to work 
through and get as much as they could and just as you heard hardway talked about today you know when 
the clock started to run out that's when things started a real entropy began to set in yeah | would say | give | 
give the ARB you know a B they found a lot of important things they did a lot of important work you know but 


they were also dealing with agencies with the ability to run out the clock other agencies were too stonewalled 
them like this like the Secret Service and | think that you know the process the inevitably in Washington what 
happened was they had a four-year appropriation and when they which was going to run out on September 
30th 1998 and people on the staff began to leave because they were looking for other work and they didn't 
want to go all the way to the end and so you know they were understaffed at the end | think that's why the 
1,100 documents that are still withheld in their entirety we're really not examined with any care because they 
simply didn't have the manpower so | don't you know | think things were they could have done a better job in 
a lot of ways but | think you know the important thing there was that the law was very strong and that it was it 
was not it was not so much the performance of the people it was the law that enabled anybody to do a good 
job the law was a very strong full disclosure law probably the strongest one ever passed and that's what's 
important about the ARB experience more than | think the the things that they didn't do please go ahead this 
is for Jefferson Morley you mentioned how we need a narrative that resonates more especially with people 
who were not alive in 1963 and | think two things on 
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alive in 1963 and | think two things on that one is | think JFK and the unspeakable probably does the best 
summary of that of any of the literature and the way | try to summarize it for people who are not familiar with 
the details is to ask the hypothetical question what would the world be today in the hypothetical parallel 
universe where JFK had been allowed to stay in power and the Cold War had been turned off and we had 
withdrawn from Vietnam and all the rest and we'd used the resources for peaceful purposes instead of 
endless warfare and | think that resonates with people a lot more than the micro details mm-hmm | agree 
ladies and gentlemen I'm told that we have David Talbott Paul if you could just hold for a moment please 
because I'm told that David might be able to hear us for all | know is this true hi David Alan Dale you don't 
say | have that effect on people David can you hear us it's Alan Dale I'm sitting here I'm sitting here with Jeff 
Jefferson Morley and dr. John Newman how are you is it inappropriate for me to ask the status of the work 
that you've been working so diligently upon for more than a year your book on allan dulles called the devil's 
chess board when you and | spoke last year | think it was last year we discussed this this slightly cryptic and 
slightly strange aside that that 
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and slightly strange aside that that Allan Dulles spoke to someone who was assisting him on an article he 
referred to that little Kennedy he thought he was a god do you recall that that's right that's a somewhat well- 
known incident now among Kennedy researchers when Allen Dulles was preparing his version of the Bay of 
Pigs in an article for Harper's Magazine a young Willie Morris who later became of course our very well- 
known and illustrious New York editor who's been a junior editor at the magazine at Harper's went down to 
Washington to work with Dulles on this article found him as genial and avuncular character for the most part 
well one day while they were walking around Georgetown Dulles erupted with which | think was his true 
feelings about Kennedy and snarled that little Kennedy thought he was a god of course Allen Dulles thought 
he was a god and so he took a sentence at that but the thesis in my book as you know is that Allen Dulles 
was indeed a central figure in the fracturing of the Kennedy government that took place very early on in that 
presidency in the divisions between Dallas and Kennedy | think even preceded the Bay of Pigs in April 1961 
yeah and then when Dallas was finally forced out of the agency in November of 61 after the Bay of Pigs 
disaster along with two of his cop people jebel and and Bissell | think that Delos then became essentially the 
head of a government in exile in his home in Georgetown where he helped organize basically a underground 
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organize basically a underground resistance to the Kennedy presidency and the reforms that that presidency 
represented yeah and and was involved in some remarkable and seditious activities as a former Director of 
Central Intelligence | think he never really felt that he was a former director well you know if he continued to 
operate as if he were still running the agency that was news to me in fact you shared with me that the the 


logs of of mr. Dulles is daily routine included the appearance at his door almost every day not of John 
McCone but of all kinds of all kinds of executives who were a permanent part of the fabric of the CIA is that 
true that's true he continued to see a number of people who are operational people not just old friends from 
the old days these people included of course a Jim angleton dick Helms Frank Wisner Tracy Barnes both 
hunts Jim Hunt who was who worked in Angleton's counterintelligence shop as well as Howard hunt he met 
with one of the more notorious Cuban exile leaders Thea Martinez he went overseas a number of times in 
one case falling on the heel so President Kennedy's trip to Rome which was a very delicate diplomatic 
mission that Kennedy was undertaking in Rome in June 1963 and undermined what Kennedy was doing with 
the Italian government it's an amazing story which I'll go into in the book mm-hmm so again he continued to 
operate as if he were really his hands still were on 
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he were really his hands still were on the tiller at the CIA and not just giving speeches against Kennedy 
policy but but meeting covertly with a number of figures inside the agency now in a way that was quite clearly 
intended to to counter Kennedy policies David dr. Newman has a question hi David hi John hey I've got a 
question for you in my research for JFK in Vietnam there is a point in 62 where | discovered that the Allen 
Dulles was sent on a basically a worldwide mission by Kennedy as the result of a very senior general | 
believe it was Walker maybe it was Walker who was a John Birch Society guy but it was in a uniform in 
Europe and was inculcating the troops maybe it wasn't Walker it could have been in in in this ideology and so 
John Kennedy sent him Allen Dulles around the world to fix things and to tell people tell generals that not not 
to do that did you ever get a chance to see anything about that trip no and I'm fascinated to hear about 
something like that because of course Dulles would seem to be the last person in the world Kennedy was 
given and on a mission like that he was as you know John very concerned seditious activities far-right 
activities in the US military going back to 1961 and and Walker of course had Ben Walker being cashiered 
out of the military for that reason for his activities as John Birch or activities in Europe when that sir who was 
Lyman London sir of course the chairman of the Joint Chiefs of Staff the army he was actually implicated in 
some of this activity himself and Lebanon says all | go into in the book | think was a very close ally of Allen 
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think was a very close ally of Allen Dulles going back to the caves working on the sunrise surrender he's 
another seditious activity that undermined Roosevelt policy during the war in Italy oh no that's that's 
remarkable if that's true Kennedy did have a habit of course of using unlikely people to carry out his missions 
and | think you know in some cases he was trying to sort of | think dangle them and figure out what they 
were really up to in other cases he thought that conservatives could be figureheads that could carry out 
liberal policy | think he was wrong in those cases liberal advisors like Arthur Schlessinger Warrenton got to 
appoint people like John McCone to the CIA who was a Republican and an Eisenhower type warned and 
against Doug Dylan a head of Treasury and others but Kennedy thought that he could use these people in 
effective political ways and | think he was misguided and thinking that David before we conclude with you 
and thank you for for joining us | want to go back to your book brothers the hidden history of the Kennedy 
years you conducted a number of extraordinary interviews with some extraordinary figures one that | did not 
have an opportunity to address with you when we spoke most recently was Ruben Carbajal or however you 
pronounce his name who was a childhood friend of David Morales is there anything that you've reflected 
upon since you you conducted all of those interviews that that is over time increasingly impactful to you 
anything that strikes you over time as being more profound or more revealing or perhaps even more 
distressing yeah | | will have new energy interviews new material in this 
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energy interviews new material in this new book that | think will be controversial that will input Louis and 
Adela circle much more clearly in this crime and particularly of course in the cover-up as well mm-hm | think | 
will make the case | tried to make the case that the Dulles circle we in and around the CIA was also involved 


and implicated in the assassination of Robert Kennedy | think Robert Mayhew is a very interesting figure that 
we need to look at more closely | think these off-the-shelf guides that the CIA used including Mayhew of 
course was head of Howard Hughes organization and played a very interesting clandestine role there as well 
in Las Vegas was a key link as we know between the CIA and the Mafia and may he also ran private security 
organizations that | think were used for CIA business dirty business uh-huh and | will make a connection 
between Robert Mayhew and his organizations and the Robert Kennedy assassination that | think will be 
very important Lisa peas and others also been working on this even yeah | think yeah you know it's it's not 
just the CIA per se but it's the constellation of private security organizations and individuals the 
subcontractors the off-the-shelf people who the CIA used who are also very significant in the assassinations 
of both Kennedy brothers | hear you dr. Newman has one more question yeah they've in the run-up to the 
Bay of Pigs 59 60 61 in that period in your research did you find that Allen Dulles had a monetary stakes 
involved in Cuba what Allen Dulles is interesting because | 
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Allen Dulles is interesting because | think he's not ever that interested personally in money or in profit he he's 
really motivated by power and influence that's really his turn on but often in these cases and CIA obviously 
the operations that he was involved in throughout the Eisenhower period really going back to the World War 
two in the Nazi era that you often have to look at the interests of his clients Sullivan and Cromwell clients the 
major Wall Street law firm that he and his brother ran so yeah | think people did profit or in were intending to 
profit from sugar prices going up and down as a result of the Bay of Pigs operation but | don't think he ever 
it's a case of Dulles lining his own pockets as much as he's interested in representing elite clients and that's 
why | say that Delos really was the chairman of the board that's how | see him in the Kennedy operation he 
was so intertwined Allen Dulles throughout American power you need to really read write mills and people 
like that we're trying to analyze the way that power functioned in the 1950s in America during the Eisenhower 
period to really see how crucial a figure Dulles is and how intertwined he is with the corporate world the Wall 
Street world the oil industry the military sector the intelligence world of course and he's really quite a unique 
figure in that so because he his his connections are everywhere so in that sense | called him the chairman of 
the book well they finally caught on Paul you've been very patient go ahead okay uh when we met on 
Monday May 15th 2006 
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uh when we met on Monday May 15th 2006 at the Willard hotel you were working for The Washington Post 
in addition on a Saturday in October of 2009 there was a major story in The New York Times about your 
work George G annuities and Lee Harvey Oswald and the CIA it was power the only truly honest piece I've 
ever read in the times but my question is with your connections at the Washington Post why isn't the 
Washington Post covering this important conference you probably overestimate my connection | haven't 
worked there for seven years so you know | always felt that like the story of Jane Roman there were things 
about the JFK story that we're interesting quite apart from the conspiracy question but in the culture of the 
newsroom and | think this is true at the New York Times as well you know the standard of proof around JFK 
stories becomes beyond a reasonable doubt and that's a very that standard is very rarely applied to front- 
page stories the front-page stories in the newspapers are really more based on the preponderance of 
evidence is does most of the evidence say this is true that becomes the basis of the story only on JFK was if 
you can't prove a conspiracy there's no story and that's very peculiar and | can't account for you know why 
people hold that belief | have | have some ideas about why but it's not a matter of coming forward and saying 
here's a good story you know people will be interested that's not the criteria for judging JFK stories so you 
know | was fortunate enough to you know have a story that somehow could pass muster that was interesting 
and and so 
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muster that was interesting and and so you know | was able to to to do certain things but it's a culture of the 
newsroom that you know that is blocking these things and you know | can't | can't do much about it yeah | 
only one add one thing further that story appeared in the New York Times in October in June of 2009 ona 
Monday | went to New York and picketed the New York Times and got distributed a open letter to Arthur 
Ashok's Berger and | got 35 members of the New York Times staff to take it inside everybody at the times 
found out about what was going on the time hi John when you asked about did Allen Dulles have 
investments in Cuba in your own research have you looked into more about the Freeport sulphur company 
the Moab a mining company and its connections to David Phillips there was an executive of Freeport sulphur 
who was believed to be involved in the plots to assassinate Castro and David Phillips at one point had posed 
as a moab a mining executive and these companies were connected | was just wondering if you haven't 
yeah | had in mind exactly what they said Cromwell and Sullivan for one law firm there were others too but | 
have seen Freeport sulphur come up not in connection with Dulles but more than | and | wasn't directly 
looking into that but I've seen it a lot and in the last three years of the research everything not just 3/4 of it in 
the Obey and in other other companies and usually if there's that going on you got you got a New York law 
firm behind it exactly in the rock of pillars who owned some of that yeah a comment on that is what | came up 
to say and that is | think it was two or three maybe four years ago | started looking for the list of companies 
that had were 
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for the list of companies that had were looking for reparations from the Castro regime and as far as | know it 
may still be classified this is a cloud sourcing request a crowdsourcing request and that is something that | 
think that the internet and other that we can open this one up and let's see if we can get that dis classified 
here here it's time for us to thank these gentlemen for a very informative discussion presentation
